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GARDEN PEAS FOR 
‘EARLY PLANTING 

Peas are a favorite vegetable in 
‘all gardens, ‘The first objective is 
to get them producing: as early as 
possible, The earliest varieties are, 
therefore, given prominence in the 
variety tests conducted at experi- 
mental stations, In addition to the 
pleasure of having green peas early 
in the summer, the use of quickly 
maturing sorts is important in the 
successful culture of this vegetable 
on the prairies. Peas grow best in 
cool damp weather. They produce 
bikger yields and a finer flavored 
vegetable under these conditions than 
if the weather is hot and dry. Ac- 
cordingly they should be planted 
early in order to take advantage of 
the cool temperatures that are most 
frequent in the spring season. The 
first seedings should be made as 
soon as the garden soil is dry 
enough to be worked. This may be 
done’as early as April 17. The soil 
is usually cool at this time of sea- 
son and seed rotting can occur, if 
germination does not commence im- 
mediately, Treating the seed, prior to 
planting with Arasan or Spergon, is 
desirable to check such deterioration.

The increasing activity in construction work dur- 
ing the past five years has made building the sec- 
ond largest industry in Canada and has brought 
about new legislation both federal and provincial, 
to facilitate the financing and appropriation of new homes and to regulate 
Another recent ‘development in this connection is 
the setting up of a Division of Building Research by the National Research 
Council, for the purpose of investigating construction methods, materials, 
and many other matters related to building. The effects of soil and snow 
on building materials and their resistance to fire are among the many 
problems upon which research is being done by this department.

The practical applications of research to building 
has only recently been recognized, although some 
important work has heen done in the past to. 


In spite of the fact that there has

resistant cement, which has been of great value in certain parts of the 
West, was developed at the University of Saskatchewan some years ago, 
and work has also been done in other fields.
